LEXOW I$ DEAD IN NEW YORK 


Head of Famous Committee Sue- 
eumbs in Nyack. 


HELPED MAKE GREATERCITY 


Classmate at University of Bonn of 
Bismarck’s Son. 


New York, Dec. 30.—[Special.}]—Clarence 
Lexow, who became known the country over 
as head of the famous Lexow committee, died 
today at his home in Nyack, N. T., of pneu- 
monia. 

Mr. Lexow was born in Brooklyn in 1852 
and graduated from both Columbia univer- 
sity and the University of Bonn, where he 
was a fellow student of Herbert Bismarck, 
son of the chancellor. He took up the prac- 
tice of lav, entered politics, and in 1808 was 
elected to the state sermte. In the year fol- 
lowing he was appointed chairman of the 
committee to investigate the city government 
of New York, known as the Lexow commit- 
tee. The results were startling. 


Police “System” Revealed. 


For the first time the public heard of the 
police system.“ The illicit alliance be- 
tween Officers high in the department and 
gamblers, proprietors of disorderly houses, 
hotels, and saloons that violated the excise 
laws, and other lawbreakers was uncovered. 
The Rev. Dr. Charles Parkhurst gave testi- 
mony that shocked the country. 

To be “Léexowed”™ became a popular 
synonym in other communities for being in- 
vestigated. Inspector Byrnes, at that timo 
perhaps the best known police officer in the 
world, resigned. The department was 
shaken from top to bottom. The excise laws 
were revised and “ Raines law hotels be- 
gan to be known. The methods and much of 
the material of the Lexow committee have 
been fruitfully available in reform move- 
ments in many cities. 


Helped Make Greater City. 


Mr. Lerow, as senator, was chairman of 
the joint legislative committee which drafted 
the bill chartering the city of Greater New 
York. His interest in reform extended to 
party primaries, and a bil regulating them 
bears his name. He was chairman of the 
committte on resolutions in the Republican 
state convention in 1896, which introduced 
the first gold plank, and in 1900 he was a 
presidential elector. He was a director in 
many companies. 

Mr. Lexow was the son of Rudolph Lexow, 
proprietor and editor of the New York Belle- 
tristisches Journal, a German weekly. He 
was a member of the law firm of Lexow, 
Mackellar & Wells. He is survived by a 
widow, @ eon, and two daughters

Stomach Pump to the Rescue. 
Robin collapsed with the exclamation, “ I’m 
a dead man; I’ve taken poicon tablets!” A 
stomach pump wee hurriedly brought into 
play and the sick man was carried first to 
the prison hospital adjacent and later to 
Bellevue. No charge of attempted suicide is 


entered against him. 
Dr. Austin Flint, retained for Robin by 


William Travers Jerome, his counsel, said 
that as nearly as he could judge from the 
symptoms the poisen had been in Robin's 
system about three-quarters of an hour when 
he collapsed. 

Dr. Louise Robinovitch, the prisoner's sis- 
ter, said her brother was in the habit of tak- 
ing hyoscin in small doses to counteract the 
effects of morphine. 
Judge Crain was Se business as 
usual when Mr. Jerome stepped rapidly down 
the aisle. 

“Your honor,” he began, hurriedly, “ Tam 
here in the Robin case. It appears the de- 
fendant bas taken a drug. The circum- 
stances are unavoidable.” 

On information that the prisoner could not 
possibly be arraigned the case was postponed 
until the receipt of further advices as to 
Robin’s condition. P 


Question of Sanity Still Open. 

Robin's frustrated attempt today leaves 
the question of his sanity still open. Dr. 
William Mabon for the state and Dr. Flint 
for his counsel examined him last night and 
found him physically able to appear in court 
today, but they did not pass on his mental 
state. Just how his act today will bear on 
that decision when it comes does not appear. 
In the affidavit submitted dy his sister 
when she applied for his commitment to an 
asylum she swore that he attempted suicide 
last Saturday, and gave that as one of the 
evidences of his alleged insanity. 
There were no further developments today 
in connection with either the Northern bank 
of New York or the Washington Savings 
bank, but the state department of Insurance 
took over the affairs of the Title and Guar- 
anty company of Rochester, N. T., and a 
large force of accountants is at work on the 
ledgers of the many interwoven companies 
which Robin promoted. 


RESCUE AVALANCHE VICTIM 
_ WITH SEAT SWUNG IN MIDAIR. 


Lineman in State of Washington 
Phones for Aid from Top of Pole 
and Is Saved by Mates. 


Ellensburg, Wash., Dec. 30.—[Special. 1— 
Caught by an avalanche and carried 200 
feet down a mountain side, buried under 
snow, and badly injured, J. C. Hutchinson, 
a telephone lineman, crawled to the top of a 
nearby phone pole, cut in with his line- 
man’s pocket telephone, called up Cle Elum, 
the nearest station, and told of his predica- 
ment.

PENSION IS NOT ENOUGH. 


Statistics Show Members of Force Need 
More Exercise. 


Convinced that the half pay pension falling 
to the family of a policeman killed op duty 
falls short of its purpose, Chief Steward is 

to launch an effort for the retem 
tion of the names of such heroes on the city’s 
regular pay rolls for a period of one year. 


In an investigation of mortality among po- 
‘Ycemien the inadequacy of the present pen- 


sion has been impressed upon his mind with 
@ conclusion that the addition of am extre 
year’s pay from the city’s regular funds is 
no more then what is due the relatives of @ 
man who meets death in his work, and that 
the knowledge of such a provision for the 
future’ of his family will make @ man more 
prompt. and fearless in meeting an emer- 


gency... 
“ When a Haymarket riot or a stockyards 


fire occurs,” said the chief, there is an 
awakening of public feeling that brings gen- 
erous afd to the families of those who lost 
their lives. But the death of one man or two 
is followed by only the routine retief, al- 
though the loss of one life means as much to 
one family as the death of any one of a score 
killed in a fire or riot meams to his family. 


Funeral Eats Up Pension. 
“There te just as much suffering in the 
home of a policeman shot down by a burglar 
as there is in the home of any one of a dosen 
ghot in a strike. The deaths that have oc 
curred singly would reach a total thet if they 
had been recorded as one event would have 


been followed by a rush of charity end phi-~. 


lanthropy. But the families of these men 
received only the usual pension. 

“That pension ie not sufficient for living 
expenses. Frequently the greater part of the 
first year’s allowance te eaten up in funeral 
expensess. I do not want to be misunder 
stood as intimating thet the present gether- 
ing of a benefit fund is unwarranted or un- 


necessary. I believe it is, but there is just as” 


great a necessity that the families of men 
whose deaths were not in great accidents 
are taken care ot. 

The chief fe planning to ask the law depart- 
ment. to prepare an ordinance providing that 
by vote of the city council the name of a 
policeman killed on duty will be carried regu- 
larly until a year after his death. 


Statistics Show Condition of Force, 

His investigations showed that in the ten 
years preceding Dec. 8&1, 1909, ten policemen 
were shot and killed and that thirty-seven 
met their deaths in accidents. The total 
number of deaths in the department in that 
period was 881, an average of thirty-eight a 

ear. 
5 „The statistics are valuable in a study of 
the physical condition of the force,”’ he con- 
tinued, for they show the principal causes

Seven years after the Iroquois theater fire, 
fm which 600 pefsons lost their lives, Ohbi- 
cago’s long planned memorial of the cates 
trophe was dedicated. The memorial is the 
new Iroquols Memoria] Emergency hospital 
at 87 Market street, which was dedicated 
yesterday and which was erected with funds 
raised by the Iroquois Memoria] association. 

The afternoon exercises were at the bes- 
pital and the evening program was held in 
the T. M. C. A. auditorium. . The tragedy was 
recalled by Dr. W. A. Bvans, commissioner 
of health, at almost the exact hour in which 
it took place, between 8 and 8:30 o'clock. 

We meet here today,“ said he, at the 
time of day when, just seven years ago, those 
whose tragic end we commemorate were on 
their way to death. 

It is well that they mould not heve died 
in vein, but thet some good should come 
out of their sacrifice and suffering. Such 
calamities should meke us greater in char- 
ity, philanthropy, and blessing. They should 
make us realise that we are all one family.” 


Turn Hospital Over to City. 

President 8. H. Regensburg made the dedi- 
cation address and presented the hospital 
to the city and ite keys to Dr. Evans at the 
evening session. 

R T. Crane Jr., honorary president of the 
association, poke briefly, and was followed 
by Dr. George J. Tobias on Need of This 
Emergency Station.” 

Dr. Tobias said he hoped some day the 
proper influence would rise and bring about 
a permanent injunction against the use of 


the scene of the fire for amusement purposes 


and that a permanent memorial may be 
raised on the spot instead.

Intense Interest Displayed. 
This is one of many features of the Lori- 
mer case which are causing a good dea! of 
speculation in Washington. There is no 
question as to the intense interest the sen- 
ators now are diepiaying.- The Iilinols scan- 
dal has passed beyond state lines and is 
now a matter of direct concern in every state 
of the unlon. 
It has become realized that the Lorimer 
election might be repeated elsewhere and 
particularly during the next few months in 
states where there are to be senatoria! elec- 
tions. 
In consequence, the attention of the coun- 
try has focused upon the senate and upon the 
attitude which every senator will adopt with 
respect to Mr. Lorimer. Most of the sen- 
ators are studying the briefs of counsel on 
both sides with the greatest care. All of 
them are anxloue to get the testimony which 
still is unaccountably held up in the govern- 
ment printing office. 


Conservatives Realize Situation. 
The progressives have done no more than 
to make a careful study of the testimony and 
have not indicated in any tangible way what 
they propose to do. The conservatives, how- 
ever, realize that only one conclusion is 
possible from a consideration of the teeti- 
mony and they consequently have no misun- 
derstanding of how the progressives will act. 
They, too, are studying the testimony, and 
eae far as they have gone they have been 
compelled to admit the majority report falls 
far short of describing the actual conditions 
and they do not see how they can assent to 
it in its present form. 

The friends of Mr. Lorimer are criticising 
the majority of the committee because of its 
failure to make a@vreport which would be 
convincing.

The beneficence of the year 1910, as 
expreased by donations and bequests, 
reached the huge sum. of $141,604,538. 
Donations amount to $97,492,407 and be- 
quests to $44,112,131. Of-the grand total 
$61,278,182 has been given to univers 
ties, colleges, and other educational in- 
stitutions; $56,229,243 to charitable insti- 
tutions of various kinds: $17,654,488 to 


churches: and other religious associations; 


$9,536,680 to art museums, galleries, and 
municipal objects; and $1,911,000 to - 
braries. 

The most conspicuous suggestion of 
these totals is that liberality to libra- 
ries languished very materially, and that 
Mr. Carnegie is searching for other meth- 
ods -of ridding himself of ‘his troublesome 
income, The largest donors of this benefi- 
cence, as usual, are Mr. Oarnegie, Mr.

AFRAID TO READ THE BIBLE? 

A writer in the Atlantic Monthly, com- 
menting upon the assertion that the fear 
of being caught reading the Bible was dis- 
appearing out of the world, expresses « 
doubt on that point and he adds that 
“it és habitoal for healthy boys of a cer- 
tain age to be ashamed of being good.” 
Of the Greek attitude to life he says that 
in those days men could think straight 
about morals.

Lord Minto has been more fortunate than 
his celebrated great-grandfather, the first 
earl, who preceded him in the governor gen- 
eralahip of India, just a hundred years ago. 
For, whereas he has succeeded, after several 
attempts at assassination while in India, 
in reaching in safety his beloved Scottish 
home, Minto castle, in the county of Rox- 
burgh, the first earl, after arriving in Eng- 
land, caught a severe chill while gy pe 
the funeral of his brother-in-Jaw " 
Auckland, near London, and died at 
Stevenage, on his way to the north, where 
the entire countryside around Hawick was 
in readiness to welcome him with tri- 
umphal arches and huge bonfires on the hills. 

Lady Minto, who had been unable on a- 
count of her health, to accompany him to 
India, and from whom he had been parted 
for several years, was awaiting him at the 
castle, the earl and countess, wha were & 
singularly devoted couple, having agreed 
that their reunion after the long separation 
should take place in that Scottish home 
which they both loved so weil. 

The present Lord and Lady Minto have 
spent many years abroad; first of all in 
Canada, where the earl was governor gen- 
eral, and then in India. where he was vice- 
roy. Lady Minto’s health has suffered se- 
verely from the Indian climate and from 
anxiety concerning his danger of assassina- 
tion, and it is no secret that she would have 
been unable to remain any longer in the 
Orient had her husband's term of office been 
prolonged; while he returns te Scotland 
with snow white hair and mustache, his 
face marked with many lines of care, and 
his features characterised by a gravity in 
which one has difficulty in recognising 

old time daredevil, harum-scarum 
“ Rolley,” who was in the Eton Bight, who 
at Cambridge won the Third Trinity mile, 
and who took his degree in the most ex- 
traordinary costume ever seen im the senate 


For he entered the latter with his bech- 
elor’s gown covering a highly unacademic 
costume, whtch ended in breeches and boots, 
and at the conclusion of the ceremony he 
mounted a horge, galloped ten miles, gna 
arrived at the track just in time to win the 
University steeplechase. He subsequently 
rode in the Grand National five times, un- 
dergoing many a serious cropper, and if the 
doctors are to be believed, on one occasion 
his neck was broken, his recovery being 
nothing short of miraculous,

Lord Minto is the only British gentieman 
rider, so far as I know, who wan the French 
Grand Prix at Auteuil, being the single ama- 
teur steeplechase rider in the field of eight- 
een. He served ag @ volunteer firemen at 
the close of the commune insurrection in 
Paris, taking a leading part in the extinction 
ot the conflagration started by the insurgents 
and the Petroleuses. 

Afterward he went through the Carlist in- 
gurrection in 1872 and 1878, as a volunteer, 
and toward the latter part of the campaign 
acted as correspondent for the London Morn- 
ing Post. He served the same paper in 
similar capacity throughout the Servian in- 
gurrection againet the sultan, and was at- 
tached to the Ottoman army in the war with 
Russia which followed. f 

A ‘soldier by profession, he spent a num- 
ber of years at Simia and Calcutta, on the 
staff of Lord Roberts, when the latter was 
commander in chief of the forces in India, 
took part under him in the Kurrum valley 
and other frontier campaigns, and had he 
not been prevented by umees from joining 
the Afghan mission of Sir Louis Cavagnari 
would have shared the fate of that unfortu- 
nate envoy, who, ft may be remembered, 
was tmassecred at Cabul with his entire 
retinue. 

Lord Minto wae military secretary of Lord 
Lansdowne when the latter was fovernor 
general of Canada, and the relations bet ween 
the two men have since then been qtin tur- 
ther strengthened by the marriage of Lord 
Minto’s daughter, Violet, to Lord Charles 
Fitemaurice, second son of Lord Lansdowne 
and equerry in waiting to King George. 

Lord Minto was wounded in Egypt at the 
battle of Tel-el-Kabir, and served through- 


out the Riel insurrection in Canada; hae |

In this the public was eminently right, for 
the quality of the performance in most in- 
stances compensated for any lack of serious- 
ness, if any one present felt the need of such 
compensation.

Nevertheless it is to the Schubert and Wag- 
ner numbers that one most gratefujly turns 
in recollection. The symphony was béautifully 
played. It has never been given in these con- 
certs with such fortunate and potent empha- 
sis of its romantic spirit. Mr. Stock achieved 
this emphasis in the-first movement by a re- 
straint and a refinement that reduced an or- 
chestral performance to the delicate propor- 
tions of chamber music. A subtle, almost 
intangible.elasticity of tempo was the most 
noticeable means for the attainment of effec- 
tive contrast that was employed in this sec- 
tion of the work, the dynamic variations mov- 
ing between the narrow poles of a forte and 
a planissimo. The result established a mood 
of.mystery and illusion as rare and delicate 
as any that Debu has evoked with his mod- 
ern harmonic palefte. Out of this mysterious 
prelude the clear and radiant beauty of the 
second movement seemed to grow like a vision 
of distant mountain tops. 

In splendid contrast came the bravura read- 
ing of “The Ride” and the poetic fervor of 
“The Magic Fire” music, both admirable ex- 
amples of orchestral virtuosity. Equally at- 
tractive in a different way was the quaint, 

edieval beauty of the Lisst prelude, “The 

rend of St. Bligabeth,” one of the most 
grateful revivals of the season. The Reznicek 
overture never fails of its effect, being one. of 
the happiest examples of tuneful prettiness in 
the repertory of the orchestra, and the Sinit- 
gagiia étude afforded the string section oppor- 
tunity for convincing display. 

The soloist of the afternoon,was Alexander 
Zukowsky of the first violins. His choice of 
the Tschaikowsky concerto, of which he played 
only the first movement, was not wise, for, 
like most orchestral players, he lacks the rou- 
tine in selo which alone can impart the au- 
thority requisite to this difficult work. He 
displayed fine technical attainments, tone of 
admirable quality and ample variety, and in- 
terpretative intentions that nicely matched the 
spirit of the work. But he permitted his care 
in regard to technical detail to create the ef- 
fect of anxiety, and thereby deprived his 
performance of that measure of cofiviction 
which the composition demands. 

He was received with marked cordiality by 
the audience, but declined to respond to 
encore.

Books on Railway Affairs. 


RATHER (discouraging picture of gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads 
drawn by Logan G. McPherson, lecturer 
on transportation at Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity, in his latest work, TRANS- 
PORTATION IN EUROPE (Henry Holt & 
Co.). The book is the result of an investiga- 


the national waterways commission in 1909. 
Interesting comparisons are made with the gen- 
eral conclusion that for the service rendered 
the rates both for freight and passenger traffic 
are far lower in this country than abroad. 
The financial results of the state railways of 
Austria have been so bad, the author says, that 
considerable sentiment has been developed in 
that country in favor of a return to private 
ownership. Of Switzerlarid, where the passage 
of the railways into the hands of the govern- 
ment was followed by considerable reductions 
in both freight and passenger rates, Mr. ‘Mc- 
Pherson says: “It was estimated that these 
reductions would bring more than compensation 
in the increase of traffic. The results for the 
first year or so seemed to accord with this ex- 
pectation, but during the succeeding periods the 
net revenues have fallen off. This is in accord 
with the experience of other countries, where 
experiment has demonstrated that while reduc- 
tions in rates sometimes lead to an increase in 
traffic in other cases they do not.”

Local Banks Make Record. 


During the year the Chicago banks made 
the highest record in amount of deposits 
im their history. The call of March 91 
showed the total for the national] banks to be 
$485,281,165, a gain of over $22,000,000 over 
the last previous call. State banks of the 
city showed at that time deposits of $898,- 
900,961, a gain of $19,000,000, bringing the 
tötal of Chicago banks’ deposits to $884,281,- 
126, a high record in local banking. 

In the period up to the next call the state 
banks of the city showed another gain of 
$16,000,000, bringing the amount of deposits 
as of June 30 to $415,008,724, the high record 
to date’ The national banks, however, 
showed a decrease from the previous call, 
and the aggregate of deposits shown in the 
March call remains the record.

Steel Prospects Poor. 

In the summer came a gradual decline in 
the steel and irom business, brought op to 
some extent by the railroads unwillingness 
to plan new construction without knowing 
the result of the plea for higher rates, but 
due chiefly to the fact that the country’eiron 
and steel manufacturing capacity has grown 
out of all proportion to the demand. 

For example, the present total capacity 
of the steel rail mills is around 6,000,000 tons 
a year. In no year in their history have the 
roads taken more than 4,000,000 tonsa, and the 
average recently has been 8,300,000 tone a 
year. 

In the last five years upwards of $500,000,000 
has been spent on new steel construction, but 
this overexpansion has been favorable in one 
sense, in that it precludes the setting aside 
of such large construction reserves in the 
future. The next few yeare will show com- 
paratively little outlay for enlargements, 
save for special department work. 

At present the United States Steel corpore- 
tion and the independents are receiving new 
orders at about half their capacity. Opera- 
tions are at a slightly higher rate, as ind 
cated in, the decreasing volume of unfilled 
orders The diminution in this rate of in- 
crease is attributable to both decreased oper- 
atione and to increased demand, There is

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Poultry trace was exceptionally good and 
dealers reported the most profitable year in 
their history. The bigh prices of flesh foods 
made poultry values look relatively cheaper 
than in previous years and consumers turned 
to chickens, ducks, geese, and turkeys as 
never before. A big crop of chickens was 
raised, but the demand was so broad and 
urgent that prices climbed to 10e in April, 
which was a record price tor chickens sold 
on the Chicago market. 

Ducks were a short crop and they sold at 
remarkably high prices, while a normal crop 
of geese also found an outlet at higher figures 
than obtaified the preceding year. The turkey 
‘crop was among the largest raised, but the 
demand was exceptional and prices averaged 
higher than in 1900, without touching the ex- 
treme high or low spots of that year. 

The potato crop was 47,750,000 bu short of 
the 1909 crop, but stood as one of the largest 
crops ever raised. It wes too large to permit 
prices to rally much from the preceding 
year’s low figures, and potatoes continued to 
be ranked as one of the cheapest foods ob- 
tainable. Sweet potatoes made a good crop 


and sold gt moderate prices. ‘ 


Cabbage and Onions. 

Cabbage was in plentiful supp:y anc sold at 
$8.00 a ton at harvest and at $12.00 out of cold 
storage houses in the winter. Onions were a 
shade higher than in 1209 and sold at doe to 
60c a bushel at harvest and at 75c out of cold 
storage. Spanish and other foreign onions 
were about the same as in 1909. 4 

Root vegetables, such as carrots. turnips.

STRIKE IS FELT BY FUEL. 


Total Value of Chicago Whole- 
sale Fuel Trade Shows a 
Fair Increase. 


Generally speaking the coal and lumber 
business of Chicago hae been about normal 
during the last year, notwithstanding certain 
conditions that kept these markets in an 
uncertain state, almost from the beginning 
of the year.

& problem which no sooner was settled*than 
another loomed up in the.form of congestion 
due to cramping of transportation facilities. 
The higher cost of Soft coal as a result of the 
strike brings the total value of the Chicago 
wholesale coal trade to a point that shows a 
fair increase over 1900. 

Added volume of business helped materially 
in keeping the total value of the whecle- 
ale lumber trade even with that of the 
previous year in the face of the soft etate 
of the genera] market. Fullure of the rail- 
roads to cover their us ua cequdrements for 
cars and a consequent withdrawal of the car 
builders as contenders in the market was 


ber. Lumber generally used for this pur- 
pose was diverted to the bullding den and in 
the cities and rural Aistricte. As à result 
of this pressure on the meraet, prices took 
a decline. , 


Hazardous Year in Coal Trade. 

The coal year just closed has been a hazard- 
cus one for the consumer, but almort equally 
disadvantageous to the producer, jobber, and 
the dealer, acvording to information secured 
from the Black Diamond. 

Almost constantly from Jan. 1 unti Dec. 1 
there has been danger that the next few days 
would bring a shortage of coal, this working 
a definite hardship upon the buyers. From 
day to day the arrival of that shortage was 
postponed. At the close of the year it is 
seemingly as imminent as it seemed to be at 
the opening of the year, and yet no one can 
tell just now when it will appear. if at all. 

The danger of a coal shortage last January 
was a holdover from the sudden cold spell 
which overtook the country on the 8th of th 
preceding December. ' 

This cold spell brought a rapid consumption 
of coal, a depletion of stocks on hand, and a 
demoralization of the railroads... This con-

well informed it seemed inevitable. If it did | 
come, the duration was decidedly doubtful. 
It might last the customary thirty days. It 
might be continued for six months. : 
The problem confronting the coal operators 
was to produce and the problem confronting 
the railroade was to transport enough coal 
not only to take care of the extraordinary de- 
mands which customarily are made in Febru- 
ary and March but to keep the consumers 
comfortable over an almost indefinite period. 
The astounding record made by both the 
parties in interest was that not only were the 
current demands taken care of but, in two 
months and a half, the coal operators and the 
rallröads were able to store up enough fuel to 
keep the consumers on the average going for 
forty-five days after the strike act@ally was 


declared. 5 


From that time the coal problem centered 
around the effect of the strike. The first 
question was how long it would continue 
This was soon answered on the part of Indi- 
ana, Ohio, western Pennsylvania, and Iowa 
by a decision to come to terms within six 
weeks. Illinois and the southwest stayed out 
for five and a half months. 8 

As to the influence of all this upon prices, 
to be sure a major part of the coal up to 
Apri! 1 was moved at contract figures which 
had been decided upon months before. Thus 
the shortage of December and the three 
months up to April 1 had no influence upon 
the major portion of the business done. 


Day to Day Proposition. 

That part of the market which is known as 
the spot market was a day-to-day proposi- 
tion, and sales were gravely influenced by the 
constant danger of a shortage. 

The Black Diamond's estimate is that the 
average price up to April 1 was $1 a ton 
above what might be considered the norma! 
average. In this respect reference la had to 
the wholesale prices. , 

The influence of the strike upon the values 
ils perhaps best indicated by: the statement 
that while contract values were only slightly 
higher up to the Ist of September, spot prices 
were on the average about 76 cents a ton 
above the normal summer level. With the 
possible exception of the month of Decem- 
ber the average increase in spot pries after 
the lst of May was about 60 cents; December 
prices were down to about the normal level, 
as compared with what might be coneidcered 
normal years. They were somewhat below 
the prices charged during the distressing 
weather of December, 1909. 

Receipts of lumber in the Chicago market 
district up to Dec. 17, 1910, totaled 2. 792,882. 
000 feet, as against 2.898. 160,000 feet up to the 
end of the year in, 1009. It is probable that 
when the final figures shall have been made 
up for the entire year the total for 1910 wil) 
be about equal to that of 1909. 


Slump, Which May Not Be 
Arrested at Once. 


PIG IRON IS DOWN TO $16. 


In January This Product Was 
Held at Almost the High 
Record Figure. 


The end of the year 1910 finds prices for 
fron and steel products In the west, as in 
other sections of the country, seeking new 
low levels and with business in all depart- 
ments unusually quiet. Steel men in the 
west are not discouraged by the outlock, 
which is in striking contrast to the expecta- 
tions of a year ago. While present conditions 
are far from favoring an optimistic frame of 
mind there is yet hope that before the new 
year has progressed far there will be @ re- 


_ vival of activity. 


At the beginning of 1910 the coming seas 
was regarded with promise. Indicatio * 
pointed to a year of unexampled prosperity, 
prices were firm and the mills crowded with 
orders. Northern No. 2 foundry pig iron 
was selling at $19, Chicago, a price exceeded 
only three times in the last fifteen years. 
Other products were correspondingly high. 
The promise of the first days of 1910, how- 
ever was not fulfilled, but, on the contrary, 
therethas' a marked decrease in; produc- 
tion and a steady tencency towards lower 


prices. 
Prices Show General Slump. 

December finds No. 2 pig iron down to $16, 
or $3 lower than in January, with other 
prices also lower in proportion. Charcoal 
fron was the strongest of the crude prod- 
ucts, and wire prices were maintained about 
as well as any thing on the list. 

Selling organizations have experienced a 
hard year, and whatever selling achleve- 
ments have been accomplished are deserv- 
Ing of extra credit, as falling markets have 
given no support to the salesmen. 

January witnessed a buying movement of 
substantial proportions in pig iron, and fur- 
naces disposed of heavy tonnages. 

The inquiry was broad and much of it for 
the last half of the year, or as tr ahead 
as the buyer could obtain quotations. This 
showed that purchasers in general did not 
have expectancy of lower prices. The talk 
was more as to how high prices would go. 

This condition continued into February, 
but after Feb: 10 there were signs of weak- 
ening, and from that time to the close of 
the year, the course of prices was steadily 
towards a lower lewel. Factors in the 
change in the situation were overproduction,

‘The summer trade was quiet, a purchase of 
40,000 tons by the Oliver Chilled Plow works 
being a feature.

A fair degree of activity was reached in 
October and November, being estimated 
that more iron was sold in November than in 
any previous month since December, 1900. 
The feature of the October market was the 
purchase of 38,000 tons of batic by the Inland 
Steel company. In December both buyers 
and Sellers were in a waiting mood. 

One bright spot in the developments of the 
year was the firmness shown in structural 
material, The active building operations at 
Chicago and at other points in the west was 
a big factor in causing this condition. This 
kind of produet showed considerable inde- 
pendent strength. At the end of the year it 
was estimated by well posted authorities that 
more than 275,000 tons of structural materia! 
is involved in work projected in the west for 
1911. 8 

Car Building Demand Small. 

A a result of the light car building opera- 
tions during 1910 the demand for plates was 
moderate. Old orders kept the mills busy 
filling apecifications during the first half of 
the year, but during the third and last quar- 
ters of the season milis were not at all pushed 
with work. Sales of wire were kept at a 
comparatively satisfactory point, due to the 
continued brisk demand from the west and 
south. 

New mills and structures in the immediate 
Chicago territory included a plant for the 
manufacture of bolts and nuts for the Con- 
tinental Bolt and Iron company: rolling tire 
works for the Inter Ocean Steel company: 
the Pullman company finished. its freight car 
works; the Inland Steel company finished 
eight new sheet mills, making eigateen in 
all in operation, and the Iroquois Iron com- 
pany commenced the construction of two new 
blast furnaces. 0 

Iron men are not pessimistic and while the 
year 1910 has not come up by any means 
to the level of prosperity that appeared war- 
ranted by conditions the average trade has 
not been unprofitable. The west is prosper- 


ous and the leaders in the trade are hope-. 


ful of a quick change for the better in con- 
ditions. The wisdom of further price reduc- 
tions is doubted and many of the big in- 
terests are inclined to believe the worst con- 
ditions have been seen in this department of 
industry.
